have never heard of such an 
opportunity.” 

Holland said the idea tor tne 
project was hatched a few 
years ago when the school 
board asked that a researc h be 
done on what “we need mo:st in 
our school system." 


Loretta Heard, school board 
member, Said: “I think itis an 
excellent program for many of 
our black students ‘and ‘their 
parents. It would provide for 
them the opportunity to learn 
computer skills.” 


Heard described the pro- 
gram as the most outstanding 
one the school system has ever 
had. “The future is here! and 
computer programming is here 
to stay,” Heard said. 
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About 10,000 minority peo- 
ple, young and old, are 
expected to participate in the 
basic training program, which 
will begin July 18, at the 
Mohawk Middle School, 300 E. 
Livingston Ave., according to 
Dr. Howard Merriman, assist- 
ant school superintendent. 

In-all, 35,000 people are 
expected to enroll in the four 
one-week sessions this 
summer and_in the fall. Partici- 
pants wil pay $20 tuition for the 
program, which is also being 
funded by grants from different 
agencies, including the 
Columbus Foundation. 

Merriman -said-20 percent‘of 
the teachers they plan to 
recruit will be black, and “that's 
a guess because different peo-

ple are at different places in 
their computer skills pre- 
paration.” 

Announcing the joint ven- 
ture last week at a press con- 
ference, OSU President, Dr. 
Edward Jennings, said: “It is 
our intent to fund this program 
through a limited numberof 
grants, along with corporate 
and individual gifts.” 

Jennings said the economic 
future of Ohio hinges on “our 
Capacity to shift from a 
Pproduction-oriented labor 
force to an information man- 
agement force.” 

Superintendent James Hyre 
described the project as a 
model for other cities to follow.

(Columbus Bureau) 


Warren W. Tyler, director of 
the Ohio Department of Com- 
merce (ODOC), says, "Thereis 
some significance in doing 


—-what-we-do-wellbecause we 


have an obligation to serve the 
citizens of this state by setting 
a target of excellence in what 


~ we do.” 


A-portion of Tyler's overall 
Strategy for excellence in the 


Commerce Department is - 
“demonstrated in his Ccommit- 


ment to affirmative action. Asa 
result of this commitment, he 
has appointed an unprece- 
dented number of blacks in 
decision-making positions 
within ODOC. 

The following list contains 
the background of Tyler's 
appointees: 


* Suzanne H. Arkle, Chief of 
the Division of Unclaimed 
Funds, plans to ‘develop a 
methodology to-identify addi- 
tional sources of abandoned 
monies.”

Ohio law requires holders of 
such abandoned monies to 
report the funds after a speci- 
fied period of time of ODOC for

for the past several years, will assume the Cabinet 


position on June 1. 


Minnie Fells Johnson was chosen earlier this year 
by Celeste as Director of the Department of Mental 
Retardation and Developmental Disabilities. 

Ms. Chapple has a bachelor of science degree in 
urban sociology from the University of Toledoanda 
master's degree in public administration from the 
same university. She succeeds Martin Janis, a 
Toledo Republican who resigned in January after 
heading the Commission on Aging for 16 years. 

Ms. Chapple began working for the city of Toledo 
with the Model Cities program in 1969, evaluating 
programs for the city’s Senior Citizens. She later 
became the city’s commissioner of human 


resources. 


She also became the second black Toledo woman 
holding aresponsible position in the Celeste admin- 
istration.

With her appointment, Celeste now has five 
blacks in his Cabinet: William G. Sykes, director, 
Administrative Services Department; Warren Tyler, 
Director of Commerce, James Rogers, Director of 
Youth Service, and Ms. Johnson. 
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services. 

Ms.Frazier believes the con- 
tributions she can make in the 
staff development area will 
improve the operation of the 
department.

Where Goes Rev. Jesse 


” Jackson? 


With a push from the news media, the Rev. Jesse Jackson was 
launched upon the national scene following the death of the Rev. 
Martin Luther King Jr. Articulate, well-dressed, and less radical 
than most of his civil rights contemporaries in advocating: more 
attention for the problems of blacks, Jackson was constantly 
sought out to render the views of black America. 

He soon started Operation Breadbasket, a program intended to 
secure food for the poverty stricken millions. Later he was push- 
ing PUSH To Excel, dropping that of recent to concentrate on 
negotiating with businesses to urge more spending with minori- 
ties through contracts. He has given that less attention of lately to 
concentrate on more strictly political issues. 

Jackson, despite heavy criticism from the same media that 
launched him over the Andy Young-Mideast fallout, managed to 
Stay out front, largely because he is head of the national organi- 
zation People United To Save Humanity (PUSH). 

By staying out front, Jackson is able to seriously consider 
entering himself as a Democratic candidate for president. He's 
been under heavy attack.from various black commentators-for. 
this idea, but Jackson is busy registering blacks in the South for 
the 1984 presidential election. 

The controversial Jackson has been known to go in the direc- 
tion the wind is blowing, so if the wind blows toward a black vying 
for presidéntin 1984, you can bet Jacksen will be the one making 
the effort. 

Despite all the criticism and lauding he has received, Jackson's 
impact on the gains of blacks since he became a national figure is 
mixed. Certainly they don't compare with those gains orches- 
trated by Martin Luther King, but then they haven't resulted in the 
kind of setbacks Jackson's critics would have us believe. 


Looking At Latest Crime Figures 


The Columbus Police Department issued its quarterly update 
oncrime inthe city recently, with figures from the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation showing that offenses overall are down 16.7 
percent. ; 

That, the police department-said, means there were fewer 
murders, rapes, robberies, aggravated assaults, burglaries and 
other crimes in the first three months of 1983 compared to the 
same period in 1982. 

Who or what is responsible for the good news? Police said the 
age group of potential offenders has declined, for one. Two, the 
number of individuals incarcerated throughout the country is at 
an all time high. Three, the Neighborhood Crime Prevention 
programs, where residents watch for crime and reportitto police, 
are paying off. 

Crime is ingrained in American society, but receiving reports 
saying that less of it is taking place is good. What would be even 
better is getting the news that Columbus and America have 
reduced their socioeconomic problems, which are the underly- 
ing cause of much of the crime that occurs. Otherwise, we can 
expect the figures on the crime rate to go. up sooner or later. 


Who Has Forsaken Who? 


Requests made to pastors for assistance of various kinds 
are routine, so routine that many of the requests, like much 
of the office mail, ends up in the trash. 

A recent request went out to Columbus’ pastors, how- 
ever, that should not have been necessary. It was an appeal 
by a Columbus City Counmcilman for pastors to aid a 
summer program for youths which he began last summer. 

We often hear complaints that youth of today have for- 


‘saken the church in greater numbers than in the past. 


Various reasons are given as to the cause. One now 
appears to be because perhaps the church has forsaken 
our youth: 

Pastors, not coming forth earlier to financially back the 
program, have been formally asked to. Will they? Here is 
Espy's appeal: 

Dear Pastor: 

| need your spiritual and financial help. Last year | began 
an organization called the Columbus Youth Corps (CYC) 
which'‘is a volunteer organization of youth between the 
ages of twelve and seventeen. These children participate in 
three primary activities during the summer within theirown 
neighborhood, i.e., environmental cleanup, crime watch (in 
conjunction with the Columbus Police Department) and 
senior citizen escort services. 

The CYC program enriches the target community in sev- 
eral ways. The CYC enhances a sense of civic and neigh- 
borhood responsibility, develops leadership skills among 
participating youth and provides unemployed youth with 
an opportunity to stay active during the summer months. 
Some of the youth may attend your church. 

Although more than one-half of the funding needed for. 
this summer's ten-week program has been raised, an addi- 
tional $17,000 is necessary to operate a successful 1983 
program. The funds raised will be applied toward the CYC 
incentive program (field trips, speakers’ fees), the awards 
banquet, T-shirts, transportation and équipment. 

Recent labor statistics indicate that black youth unem- 
ployment is close to 50 percent, therefore it is imperative 
that we provide alternative means to keep our youth busy 
and. productive. 

In this regard, |am respectfully requesting acontribution

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Earlier this year this column 
made a prediction that is begin- 
ning to appear questionable.

Rhodes, however, must be cre- 
dited with breaking the ice, for he 
was not only the first Ohio gover- 
nor to name a black to a Cabinet 
position, at one time he had three 
blacks in his Cabinet. 

During the, second of his two 
four-year terms in office, the 
Departments of Welfare, Correc- 


tron and Industrial Relations were 
all headed by blacks. At the end of 
Rhodes’ last terms, the Industrial 


Certain historical evidence indi- 
cates that five men, qualified 
legally and by America’s folklore 
to be Afro-Americans, have served 
as President of this country. But 
that debatable statement is ob- 
scured by the new Potomac Fever 
of contemporary men and women 
who are admittedly of African 
ancestry who desire to become the 
first. or sixth depending on your 
historical beliefs, African- 
American to live at 1600 Pennsy!- 
vania Avenue. 

It is really becoming an over- 
blown issue. Instead of the presi- 
dential ego-trip, we should keepin 
mind that we are discussing a 
“favorite” son or daughter for the 
Black Democrats to use as a power 
lever against the racism in their 
party. That idea has now given 
roots to a more expansive stra- 
tegy. partly because the Black 
Democrats are split so badly overa 
candidate and even the very idea 
itself. 

Andy Young, considered to be 
the man by some, wants nothing to 
do with the idea. He wants the best 
White man to win. And if_it's his 
handpicked White man, he can go

Celeste, a Democrat, moved into 
Republican Rhodes’ executive 


chair on Jan. 10, with four blacks 
in his Cabinet. The departments 
directed by blacks included Admi- 
nistrative Services, Commerce, 
Mental Retardation and Develop- 
ment Disabilities and Youth Ser 
vice. Last week the fifth black was 
added to the cabinet as director of 
the Commission on Aging in the 


person of a 37-year-old Toledo 
woman. 


In appointing the blacks-to-his 
Cabinet, Celeste not only set a 
record in Ohio, it is probably 
unmatched by any of the other 49 


included," he added, “if enough 
people expressed an interest, yes, 
| would make a run." 

But interest in Jackson for the 
Democratic nomination has been 
mixed, even negative from some of 
his supporters, like columnist Carl 
Rowan. In an artiGte, entitled, 


“Blacks Don't Need A Black Can-

_Wurse Publishes Book 
Penicillin Project

CLEVELAND--In 1944 Mattie Edna John- 
son (Kelley) went looking for a job but A gh saan ae 2 
stumbled on medical history. wae a 

Johnson recently recorded that history 
from notes taken from her diary in a book-let 
entitled, “The Penicillin Project.” 

Johnson, a registered nurse and medical lab 
technician, was the only black working on'the 
project who helped developed super-strains 
of penicillin fora pharmaceutical company in 
the Department of Plant Pathology at the Uni- 
versity of Minnesota 

Johnson is a graduate of Jane Terrill Mem- 
Orial Hospital School of Nursing and the 
Northwest Institute of Medical Technology. 
Hernursing experience taught her good isola- 
tion techniques and her medical technology 
training taught her about bacteriology. 

However, Johnson said that her basic 
knowledge of her field was learned onthe farm 
in Kansas 

She said that she grew up with the penicillin 
fungus in jars of preserves. Johnson's brother 
would snitch preserves from the smoke house 
and recap the jars. But within several days, the 
mold began to grow. Johnson said the mold 
was hot to the taste but safe | 


In 1929 when Johnson's mother took sick 
with “galloping consumption,”’ Johnson 
nursed her to health. 

“After we had chopped first cotton, the abs- 
cess in her lung had sapped most of her life,” 
Johnson said. “Most of the women were dying 
with consumption at that time.” 

Rather than.allow-her mother to remain on 
her back, Johnson place her on a side. The 
abscess popped and drained, she said .and 
Johnson insisted that her mother drink water 
and any liquid foods. Johnson's mother 
showed signs of recovery 

Jonnson said the doctor remarked,"Minnie, | 
it looks like a trained nurse has been on duty 
with you. Whatever Tot (Johnson) did was 
good.” 

As the only black on the University of Min- 
nesota project team, Johnson was faced with 
subtié racism. However, she did not allow 
prejudice to keep her from sharing ideas and 
suggestions 

“I'd go and sit down and eat lunch with 
them,” Johnson said. “I'd have their undivided 
attention. It was a time for them to hear some 
common sense.” 

Johnson said that potatoes used to make 
specimens were dumped in non-isolated 
areas where flies and mosquitoes traveled 

Johnson, also, developed a way to evenly 
distribute contaminants over the penicillin 
cultures in petri dishes. She said her way 
proved to be more accurate and efficient. 

Johnson requested atomizers to spray the 
contaminants and made a box with a glass top 
to keep the airborne toxin’ under control. 

In the final week of the project, Johnson 
found that terramycin spores were traveling | 
through the building where the lab was_ | 
located. She niéknamed them terrible 
mice--terramycin | 

She was amazed that they had remained 
intact and decided‘o test them against scarlet 
fever, streptococcus hemolyticus. Johnson 
extracted the bacteria from a Baby Jane who 
had died of scarlet fever. She tested it using

“Hypertension occurs in all 
ages, at all socioeconomic lev- 
els and in all regions of the Uni- 
ted States," explains Milene 
Gerlach, RN, Hypertension 
Coordinator for the Columbus

Although hypertension can 
begin to show its signs in child- 
ren, “itis more apt to occur in 
olderpersons,'’ Gerlach 
added, with heredity also play- 
ing a role for those afflicted 
with high blood pressure, as 
does the sex and race of a 
person. 

Despite these factors that 
can contribute to hyperten- 
sion, various ways to control 
and/or prevent this disease do 
exist. The restriction of fat and 
salt in one’s diet is a useful 
approach in the treatment of 
hypertension, since decreas- 
ing the salt intake to minimal 
levels lowers the blood pres- 
sure,” Gerlach said. 

Hypertension can also be 
related to obesity, as the heart 
has to work harder and exert 
more pressure on the arteries, 
thus increasing the blood 
pressure. Since many persons 
tend to gain weight as they age, 
the blood pressure in their 
arteries also rises.

Citing the Founder's Day 
luncheon as a prime example, 
Mona H. Bailey, national presi- 
dent of Delta Sigma Theta Sor- 

-ority, challenged her sorors, 

black fraternal organizations, 
business and industrialists and 
the clergy, in particular, to 
make sure the hotels, motels, 
banquet and’luncheon halls 
that they hold their special 
events are equal opportunity 
employers...that they are put- 
ting something up in the way of 
job Opportunities, purchase of 
services and supplies from 
black enterpreneurs. 

“Stop the one-way trail 
black conomic resources,” Bai- 
ley said. “Planning committees 
for such events have that obli- 
gation to black people to cut 
the deals in advance, to know 
in advance what you are going 
to get, and where your invest- 
ment is going to return the 
most to the black community. 
Don't go looking for something 
after the fact--get_an_under- 
standing in advance, down 
front.” 

At the recent Founder's Day 
luncheon of the Columbus 
Alumnae Chapter of Delta 
Sigma Theta Sorority, Inc., Bai- 
ley delivered a keynote 
address inspiring black men 
and women to let the world 
know that black people will not 
Stay the present course.

“This is the season of dark- 
ness for black families who 
have been crippled by the 
cruelty of Reagonomics and 
cannot send their children to 
college, but instead must 
watch them become a tragic 
Statistic in the. black teenage 
unemployment rate of 47 
percent.” 

Bailey also said that this is 
the season of hopelessness for 
the thousands of students.who 
have come to expect that an 
education is anAmerican right. 
but today are faced with having 
their education cut off. “They 
are faced with the possibility 
that an education in this coun- 
try is a privilege for those who 
can pay.” 

“It is the winter of despair for 
black neighborhoods being 
ripped off bya spiraling black 
on black crime rate Which 
threatens to reduce our gains 
to loses,” she said. 

The black educator and 
national leader said that rather 
than lamenting themselves 
into a state of paralyzing stag- 
nation, blacks must be more 
determined-to-“keep-on-keep-

“If people can find the opportun- 
ity to put money and support in 
this project, then the networks 
may get the message that this is 
what they want,” said Carter. 

Carter said that “the powers that 
be" have a narrow perspective 
toward black people,.and that he 
believes blacks have. in general, 
been used to make white people 
laugh. 

“We hope we can appeal to them 
despite limited views on their 
part.” Carter stated, “Black and 
white children get a slanted 
dimension from television, and 
this show will help to give breadth 
to that dimension,” he continued. 

Carter explained that the person 
he witl-portray-in the show, John 
Paul Letter, is a child advocate, 
and based on such people as 
Juvenile Court Judge Leodis Har- 
ris. Judge Harris is also one of the 
Cleveland investors involved in the 
venture. 

Carter estimated the prototype 
pilot, about 12 minutes tong, 
would cost $100,000. Individual 
shares are being sold for $5,000. 
Filming will.begin in May, run for 
about six weeks, and the setting 
will be Cleveland Juvenile Court. 
Sixty Cleveland area actors and 
stage hands will be employed.
